My 
Glafs feem'd to me vaftly preferable to the Veffels 
propofed by that great Academician. This Incident 
rouzed my Emulation, and gave me the better Opi- 
nion of my Glafs, a Pattern of which I fent to M. 
Morand. The fame Motive engages me to take the 
Advantage of the Freedom ef Correfpondence re- 
eftablifhed bctween France and Rngland, in fending 
this Defcription to the Royal Society.
